You may have... and 
you have the right to an attorney before and during 
questioning. Do you understand each of these rights 
as I have explained them to you? 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: Yes. 

SERGEANT JUAREZ: Okay. With these rights in 
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mind, would you like to speak to me now? 

POA ATTORNEY CHRISTOPHER SHEA: No. 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: No, I don't. 

SERGEANT JUAREZ: Okay. While you have the 
right to remain silent with regard to any criminal 
investigation, you don't have the right to refuse 
any of my questions administratively. This is an 
administrative investigation. I work for the 
Management Control Division of the San Francisco 
Police Department. I have been designated by the 
Chief of Police to conduct this investigation. I am 
therefore ordering you to answer all of my 
questions fully and honestly. If you refuse to 
answer any of my questions, your silence can be 
deemed insubordination, and result in an 
administrative discipline up to and including 
termination. Any statement you make under 
compulsion of the threat of such discipline is for 
administrative purposes only, and cannot be used 
against you criminally. Your statement and any 
information gathered will be held confidential, 
consistent with California Penal Code Section 
832.7, and information gathered will not be 
divulged, except as required by law. Inspector 
Newman, are you prepared to be interviewed at this 
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time? 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: Yes. 

SERGEANT JUAREZ: Okay, great. Now we got all 
that out of the way. Okay. So, we're going to talk 
about what happened on July 3 rd ... 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: Third. 

SERGEANT JUAREZ: ...Uh, 2010. Basically you 
were involved in an officer-involved shooting?

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: I left something out. I had 
my radio also on me. It was in my back pocket, and 
it was clipped on the front of me as well. 

SERGEANT JUAREZ: Okay. 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: My police radio. Uh, no, we 
were not equipped with less-lethal. 

SERGEANT JUAREZ: Does that an option given to 
people in the Criminal Investigation Unit? Just, 
kind of curious. 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: You know, I'm not sure. 

SERGEANT JUAREZ: Okay. 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: Uh, I've been there just a 
short time. I just currently left uh, another unit, 
and I'm not sure if that is an option, uh, for the 
investigation... for the investigators at night where 
I'm assigned to. 
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SERGEANT JUAREZ: Okay. And that night you 
were working with Sergeant Kasper. And how long 
have you been working with him? 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: Probably about a month. 

SERGEANT JUAREZ: Okay. 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: About a month or so. 

SERGEANT JUAREZ: Okay. And that evening, were 
you wearing your primary weapon? 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: Yes. 

SERGEANT JUAREZ: And your primary weapon is? 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: Urn, I believe it's the Sig 
Sauer .40 caliber, that I was issued through the 
Department. 

SERGEANT JUAREZ: Okay. Urn, knowing you for as 
long as I've known you, you've had specific 
training in tactical... in tactical uh, training. 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: Yes, I have. 

SERGEANT JUAREZ: Can you go ahead and 
elaborate what tactical training you've had as for 
tactics ? 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: You know, I, I've had a 
lot. I was uh, in combined, urn, I, I worked 
narcotics. And during my time at narcotics, I was a 
Specialist. Urn, I was on the Spec Team for 
approximately eight years. Urn, during the time that 
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I wasn't narcotics, I went through DEA entry 
school. To me that's tactical. Urn, you know, I had 
a lot of training in that. Urn, during the time I 
was at narcotics, I took a Tac test, and I did very 
well, and I ended up going to Tac full time. Urn, 
during that time... you know, I've taken so many 
courses, in-house training... every-other Wednesday 
is a training day for us at Tac. And uh, to be 
quite honest with you, uh, to, to lay out exactly 
all of my training... you know I've gone back to New 
Mexico, to New Mexico Tech, for post-bomb blast 
courses. I'm certified at Baton Impact Weapons 
Instructor. I've done a lot of tactical courses, 
handgun courses. I've been issued a sub... a long 
gun, which was a uh, A2K223 fully automatic. I was 
assigned a, uh, uh, MP40 uh, fully automatic 
capability on it. Urn, I've done a lot of entries. 

Urn, I've done entries where I've encountered people 
with guns. Urn, and I've done urn, a lot of training 
with... well we trained actually uh, FBI, San 
Francisco FBI office. I was one of the instructors 
that trained the FBI. Uh, when we had uh, the 
Schlage Lock training out on Bayshore, I was one of 
the main facilitators running that day-in and day- 
out, for approximately eight months urn, assigned to 
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that training itself where I oversaw the officers 
who would come through, and make sure that the 
tactics they were being shown were correct tactics. 

SERGEANT JUAREZ: What was the purpose of the 
Schlage Lock training, if you could elaborate more 
on that? 


INSPECTOR NEWMAN: Yes ma'am. It was to bring 
our Department up to speed on how to go after, 
after an active shooter. An active shooter, for 
definition is somebody who is in the midst of just 
committing a homicide with a handgun, and is maybe 
still doing it while the officer is still present. 
Where it afforded the officers uh, tactical, uh, 
techniques on how to 


, and how to communicate 
and how to urn, basically encounter a live shooter, 
an active shooter with tactics on our end to 
benefit the officers tactically. 

SERGEANT JUAREZ: And you said you did this 
eight months day-in and day-out? 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: Yes, I did. 

SERGEANT JUAREZ: You trained approximately 
how many officers do you think? 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: Pretty much the whole 




Department. 
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SERGEANT JUAREZ: Okay and so pretty much... 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: At that time. 

SERGEANT JUAREZ: ...About 2000 strong? 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: Yes, ma'am. 

SERGEANT JUAREZ: Okay. Okay great, thank you. 
The night of the urn, of July 3 rd , the night you 
involved in the shooting on the 400 block, or point 
on 300 block of Columbus Street... 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: Right. 

SERGEANT JUAREZ: ...Can you describe that 
lighting that evening, what you saw, what, what 
type of lighting conditions did you see that night? 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: Urn, you know, I'm kind of 
going off of memory. And uh, the... when we turned 
off of Broadway onto Columbus, urn, I know there 
were businesses open. Urn, I don't recall if there 
were streetlights directly in front, but I know 
there was low lighting from uh, some of the 
businesses. Uh, I know that there was a burrito 
shop that was clearly open. I know that there was a 
strip joint to the left of it. Little Darlings, 
that was open. Urn, you know, and then as we got up 
to Grant, lighting was kind of darker. So it was 
kind of hit and miss, depending on where you were 
at. 
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SERGEANT JUAREZ: Okay. But it was a clear 
night that night? Would you say? 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: It was a clear night. 

SERGEANT JUAREZ: No any weather, any fog, 
any... drizzle, anything like that? 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: I don't think there was an 
overcast, night, no, no. 

SERGEANT JUAREZ: Okay. So it was a clear 
night? 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: It was fairly clear night. 

SERGEANT JUAREZ: Okay. Uh, can you just... uh, 
the... [PHONE RINGING] 

POA ATTORNEY CHRISTOPHER SHEA: Sorry about 

that. 

SERGEANT JUAREZ: That's okay. So the night of 
the shooting, I understand that you saw them? They 
were verbally engaging in an argument. You, I 
understand that you thought... that shots were heard 
by you, and you saw a suspect. 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: I saw a person... exactly 
what happened was when I turned onto Columbus, I 
was in the uh, passenger side of our plain clothes 
vehicle. Urn, I was uh, very close on, on the fire 
lane. There's a bus stop and then the sidewalk, so 
I was just a number of feet away from the crowd. 
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And I saw one of the occupants... it was a large 
crowd... about 25, 30 people. And I saw one person 
take a jacket off, and have a tank top on, yelling, 
with hands up, like | was challenging other 
members in that crowd. Urn, I later saw urn, a person 
with a handgun, outright position firing into the 
crowd. And | was just a few feet away from me 
while I was in the car. That's what I had seen. 

SERGEANT JUAREZ: Approximately how many feet 
away from you would you say was? 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: During the time | was 
firing? 

SERGEANT JUAREZ: While | was firing, you 
were in the vehicle. 


INSPECTOR NEWMAN: Yeah. 

SERGEANT JUAREZ: Okay, so... 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: Yeah, I would say probably... 
urn, in the lane of traffic, then we have the bus 
stop and then the curb, give or take, uh, at that 
point in time, maybe 20 feet. 

SERGEANT JUAREZ: Okay. I have some pictures 
that I had you see beforehand. And for the purposes 
of the tape, what I'm going to show you first is a 
picture of Broadway and Columbus, which is right 
here. So, the picture that's labeled "Broadway and 
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Columbus," were you... would you say you were 
traveling from Broadway and you turned on here? 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: Absolutely. 

SERGEANT JUAREZ: Okay. 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: That's exactly what we did. 

SERGEANT JUAREZ: Okay. Now the next picture... 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: Again, Jon Kasper was the 
driver. I was the passenger. 

SERGEANT JUAREZ: Right, exactly. Now, for the 
purpose of the tape, for the next picture, it's 
"^^Jcolumbus . " Where would you say the vehicle... 
your vehicle was positioned to when you saw the 
shots being fired? And that's... I, I labeled it as 
"^^Jcolumbus, " but... and I, that's ^^Jcolumbus 
there, but this is ^^Jwhere Little Darlings is at? 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: Yeah, I would say urn, 
between the back door... between the back tire of 
this police car here, and uh, and this area here by 
the middle of the taco shop. 

SERGEANT JUAREZ: Okay. 

POA ATTORNEY CHRISTOPHER SHEA: Okay so 
you're... let me, so the record's clear, you're 
referring to the... 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: Shooter. And | was moving.

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shooter was. But you're referring... when you say 
this police care here, you're referring to that 
police car in that photograph that's... 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: In the lane of traffic.

POA ATTORNEY CHRISTOPHER SHEA: Okay.

SERGEANT JUAREZ: Okay. And what happened 
after that? 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: I kept my eye on the 
shooter, and I did not want to let get through 

that crowd and get away from me. So, I kept an eye 
on ^^^^And uh, you know, uh, just more or less 
watched where ^Jwas going. But I also realized 

that um, I couldn't shoot into the crowd. There was 
too many people. Um, that I had to kind of be 
careful, knowing that this had total disregard 

for life, and | was a continuing threat to the, to 
the community, to myself, uh, Jon Kasper, and to 
law enforcement that may be responding, as well as 
other citizens that were in the area that were 
walking down from Grant onto Columbus, not knowing 
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what they're walking into, that this posed a 

great threat to the community. Urn, I, I knew I had 
to take them on, and I had a short window to do it. 
And urn, you know, I, I let get out of the crowd 

as far as I could before I could take on where 

I felt it was a tactical place to take on. 

SERGEANT JUAREZ: Okay. Now, urn, the questions 
that I asked, they seem like they' re... it's like a 
question that... why would you even ask that. But 
what I'm trying to do is get your frame of mind, 
what you were thinking.

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: To stop the threat. I, I 
was shooting to stop the threat of this individual. 
Urn, I had just witnessed shoot, not knowing, uh 

the medical condition of these people. Urn, I felt 
that there were multiple homicides perhaps. Urn, I 
also saw that uh, you know, 
attire, mannerisms were consistent with gang 
activity. I knew that this person was possibly a 
gang member. Urn, I saw people fleeing in the 
direction with ^^^^1 didn't know, you know, were 
they other people that | was possibly going to 
shoot.

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: Um, I recall ^^Jturning, 
uh, ^Jwas on the building line, and I do remember 
that there was another person wearing like all blue 
or all black that slowed down like as if to wait 
for um, the person that I saw firing the weapon. 

That person was closer to the uh, street-side of 
the sidewalk. And that person like slowed down, 
but, you know, I, I still had to watch who I knew I 
had just seen fire into the crowd. And when I gave 
the order, the person that I saw fire, turned, 
posing the weapon to me, which I felt was a threat 
to me, and I shot to stop that threat. And I knew I 
couldn't shoot upper body, because the window and 
um, you know, there were people around, and ^Jwas 
on the move. It wasn't like, uh, shooting at the 
range. It was not a controlled shooting atmosphere. 
And um, I fired one round, to stop what I thought 
was the threat at that immediate time. Did an 
assessment. There was no continuing threat. I only 
fired one round. That's the only threat that I had, 
and um, I, I knew that was my shooter. And 
listening to the tape, it was stressed for me not 
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to be able to go on tape saying I have the 
But, I think in the confusion, that these other two 
Jwh, what I think happened, ^Jwas in the 
process of handing the gun off. But not... in the 
middle of that I didn't realize that at the time. 

SERGEANT JUAREZ: Okay. That... no question with 
that. Urn, so when you say you gave your order, you, 
you shot your weapon at that time, you assess the 
situation, you assessed it, you said there was no 
longer a threat, why was there no longer a threat? 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: Urn, because I remember the 
person I saw with the firearm, ^^immediately 
dropped, ^Jfaced me, ^Jwas on ^^Jknees with 
hands behind head. Urn, and I also, from the 

point where the building line on Columbus Avenue... 
kind of where the pole is here, that's in a very 
good deception, you know, urn, I fired I believe in 
this area. Urn, and in my mind, I made the tactical 
decision, that I was not gonna let the shooter get 
past this point, because ^^^oack would have been 
to me, and there was still a large crowd up in 
front of the saloon nightclub. And there were more 
people up there that, you know, I, I did not feel 
comfortable urn, shooting... and not shooting, but I 
didn't feel comfortable making an ID of police to...

SERGEANT JUAREZ: And, before the interview 
started, you were given the opportunity to listen 
to the DEM tape, which was the 911 tapes that were 
taken that night. 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: Right. 

SERGEANT JUAREZ: And in order to clarify a 
situation, in the 911 tapes, and the... if you'd like 
me to play it back I can, if not... in the 911 tapes 
it says you have a person that was with the 
shooter, the shooter went down... 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: Yeah. I... 

SERGEANT JUAREZ: ...That's what I need to 
clarify to make sure you have the right person. 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: I, well you know, that was 
very sharp of you to catch that. Urn, I, I paid 
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attention to that at two minutes and thirty-seven 
seconds. Urn, that... it was just nothing more than 
just stress because I think I may have seen the 
other... the other ^^^Jclose to ^^^Jbut in my mind, 
I have that shooter, and I think I clarified that 
at four minutes into the tape, or I e...even said 
that I have the shooter. It was nothing more than 
just stress for me trying to go up, search 
look... pat-search urn, you know, assess that 

wasn't shot. There was... the area was crowded, 
people were walking by. Somebody even kicked my 
round, my spent shell. It just, it wasn't a 
controlled atmosphere. And that was just nothing 
more than just stress urn, on my part right there. 

SERGEANT JUAREZ: 0... 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: But I had the right 
shooter, and I had the person. 

SERGEANT JUAREZ: Okay, great. Urn, do you 
recall any stress with perceptional distortion, 
meaning sight... 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: Yeah. 

SERGEANT JUAREZ: ...Sound... 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: Yeah. 

SERGEANT JUAREZ: ...Go ahead and tell me. 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: And this is clearly what it 
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is . 

SERGEANT JUAREZ: Mm-hmm. 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: Um, what it is, is a, a 
person who may be involved in a um, a shooting 
situation, which is an abnormal uh, experience for 
a police officer. That they may experience some 
sort of difference between time, distance, um, 
unable to give out directions because they're 
involved in the shooting. And as far as... it's, 
it's, it's, your, your body goes through a lot of 
different um, physical... some people may shut down. 
Your hearing, your thought process, um, thinking as 
to what you want to say maybe be different at the 
time, because you were involved in the shooting. 

And I think now that I listen to the tape, that's 
exactly what I went through on that. And I didn't 
realize that that night until I listened to the 
tape.

On July 9, 2010 at 13.00 hours, pursuant to Department General Order 8.11, a panel to 
review OIS 10-005 (SFPD case #100609942) was convened. The incident occurred on 
July 3, 2010 and the member involved in the discharge was Inspector John Newman 
#1481 assigned to a plainclothes detail at the Criminal Investigations Unit. 

The members involved in this incident were debriefed by the Behavioral Science Unit on 
July 3, 2010. 



The purpose of this panel's review was to determine if it is appropriate to return this 
member to his regular duty assignment. 

The panel considered all of the preliminary criminal investigation information provided 
by the Flomicide Detail. The Management Control Division recommended that Inspector 
Newman participate in the standard training following all Officer-Involved Shootings. 

This training will include the following: post-discharge firearm debrief at the Police 
Range and a modified Force Options simulations training course at the Academy. 

The panel unanimously recommended that Inspector Newman be returned to his 
regular duty assignment without restriction effective after concurrence of the Chief of 
Police and review by the Police Commission in closed session on July 14, 2010.

On July 13,2010, Inspe ctor P erucci, San Francisco Police Department, requested that 
the SVRCFL respond to ^HColumbus Ave in San Francisco, California to examine 
the DVR from the Europa H otel for footage relating to an officer involved shooting. 
Hmm the Europa Hotel, gave consent to perform the 


examination. 


Inspector Perucci advised that he was looking for footage that occurred on Columbus 
Street on 7/3/2010 from 1230 hrs to 0200 hrs. 


Summary of Examination: 


On July 13,2010, Sgt. Brian Rodriguez (FET) and I responded to ^HColumbus Ave 
in San Francisco, California. At the scene, we met who

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gave us consent to remove the DVR, image it at the SVRCFL, and examine the 
contents. 

The DVR system consisted of a Microsoft Vista based desktop computer connected to 
IP Cameras. Based on the configuration of this system, Sgt. Rodriguez and I 
removed the hard drives and transported them to the SVRCFL for imaging. On July 
14, 2010, the imaging was completed on both drives. Sgt. Rodriguez and I transported 
the submitted hard drives back to the Europa Hotel and reinstalled the hard drives. 

The desktop was powered back up to ensure that it booted properly. 

On September 6, 2010,1 began an examination of the imaged drives. I was unable to 
locate any footage of the officer involved shooting, or the events that may had 
contributed to the incident. 


Details of Examination: 


On July 13, 2010, Sgt. Brian Rodriguez (FET) and I responded to ^HColumbus Ave 
in San Francisco, California. After obtaining a signed consent to search form, we 
began the examination and imaging process. 

Initial Examination of the system revealed the DVR was a Compaq Presario 



, connected to its security 


SR5130NX Desktop Computer, S/N 


cameras over a standard computer network. 

Based on this, we determined that the examination could be completed by imaging 
the internal hard drives. We powered down the system, then removed the two hard 
drives listed under specimens above. We attempted to image the drives on site, 
however, one of the drives contained errors and would have required and extended 
amount of time to image on site. As a result, we decided to take custody of the drives 
and image them at the SVRCFL. 

The submitted drives were transported to the SVRCFL and booked into evidence. 
Using forensic imaging tools and hardware, forensic image files and archive image 
files were created of both drives. Using an MD5 hash algorithm, 1 was able to verify 
that images made were an exact digital duplicate of the original. After the imaging 
process was completed, the drives were booked back into evidence. 

On July 14, 2010, Sgt. Rodriguez and I returned to ^HColumbus Ave in San 
Francisco, CA and reinstalled the hard drives into the desktop computer, then 
powered on the desktop computer. 

On September 6, 2010,1 began an examination of those images using the criteria in 
the service request. The DVR system automatically records when motion is detected. 
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Examining the DVR footage revealed activity on that date during daytime hours. It 
is my opinion that the lighting conditions during the hours of darkness were not able 
to trigger the recording mechanism of the DVR system. 

After examining the image files, I used an MD5 hash algorithm to perform a data 
integrity verification on the image files. This was done to ensure that no changes were 
made to the image files during or as a result of the examination.

SVE029971 and SVE029972 will be retained in SVRCFL evidence control room for 
a period of five years in order to preserve the evidence in the event additional forensic 
examinations or legal proceedings require its use. After this time, they will be 
returned to the requestor’s agency for disposition.
